Note :-Necessary precautions will be taken to avoid 

the landing of the booster on land by firing 
the rocket only when there is permissible on 

shore wind .

Rocket performance : 
( a ) JUDI-DART:-The rocket is capable of 

reaching an altitude of 76.8 Km . in 
124.8 seconds and horizontal range of 

68.0 Km . in 254 seconds. 
( b ) Test Rocket: This is capable of reaching 

an altitude of 5.9 Km . in 29 seconds and 
horizontal range of 4.6 Km . in 70 

seconds.
